Washington, July 31.—Blame for 
exorbitant coal prices was placed 
on speculators in a formal state- 
ment issued today by the National 
Coal association. Federal trade 
commissfon figures giving the av- 
erage sales price at the bituminous 
mines during last April as $3.26, it 
said, “clearly indicate the slender 
average of profit per ton realized 
by the industry as a whole.” 

Mine cost was placed at $2.76 a 
ton by the commission, the state- 
ment pointed out, adding that the 
fifty cents margin between the cost 
and selling price was not net profit, 
for from it must be deducted sell- 
ing expenses, interest on borrowed 
capital and other items of expense. 

‘The blame for exorbitant prices 


lies in the activity of a coterie of: 


speculators who have taken ad- 
vantage of an upset market,” de- 
élared the operators’ § statement, 
‘which added that car shortage 
“paved the way for the play of 
speculative prices.” Reconsignment 
of cars, “for which the railroads 
are. responsible,” it continued, per- 
mitted exchange of coal in transit,

Situation Disrupted. 

The speculators have obtained 
-only “a relatively small portion of 
the coal output, but their activity 
further disrupted a situation that 
for months:has affected the na- 
tion's coal output,” the operators 
said. 

“With the priority orders of the 
interstate commerce commission 
now stimulating the movement of 
coal to the great lakes. and to 
New England,” cancluded the state- 
“the bituminous coal opera- 
tors believe that the coal shortage 
crisis soon will be straightened 
out. This effective working of 
this program will depend upon full 
co-operation by the railroads, which 
has been assured, and, at the same 
time, the faithful discharge by the 
mine workers of the obligation im- 
posed upon them under the wage 
agreements miade last spring ‘to 
stick at their work and dig the 
coal the country needs. 

“Just as soon as the new pro- 
gram is in practical working op- 
eration, which will take some few 
days, the abnormal market condi- 
tions will disappear, high specula- 
tive prices dn the open market will 
vanish, and the public will have no 
fear for a fuelless winter.”

It was estimated by both 
miners’ officials and operators that 
only three per cent of the miners 
were at work and that practically 
all the large mines in the state 
were idie.

Surcharge Put on Pullman 
Tickets, and Rates for 
Transporting Milk and 
Excess Baggage Lifted. 
Freight Increase Alone 
Means $12 Levy on 
Every Person in Country 


Washington, July 31.—Authority 
for the railroads of the country to 
increase their revenues by approxi- 
mately one billion and a half dol- 
lars was granted today by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 
Freight rates will be advanced 
about one third, passenger fares one 
fifth and pullman charges one half. 

Coastwise and inland steamship 
lines and electric railway companies 
also were granted permission to in- 
crease their freight rates in  pro- 
portion to the increase granted to 
the railroads serving the same 
territory. No estimate of the aggre- 
gate amount to result from’. these 
advances hag been made, 

The new rates whith are to con- 
tinue in force until March 1, 1922, 
will become effective upon five days 
notice by the carriers to the com- 
mission and the public and they 
must be in opération beforé January 
1. Since the goyernment guarantee 
‘expires Beptember 1, the carriers 
are expected to bend every effort to 
put advances into effect by that 
date. 

Rall Value $18,900,000,000. 

Increases granted by tha commis- 
sion are designed to offset the $600,- 
000,000 wage advance awarded by 
the railroad labor board and to pro- 
vide the six per cent net income on 
the aggregate value of the railroad’ 
properties as permitted under the 
transportation act. The aggregate 
value of all the railrdéadg was esti- 
mated by the commission at $18,900,- 
000,000, as against a book value of 
$20,040.000,000 given by the carriers. 

The 20 per cent increase in pas- 
senger fares, excess baggage charges 


the 50 per cent sur-charge on Pull- 
man fares authorized by the com- 
mission, will be general teh country 
over. Freight rates increases“ will 
vary according to territory, with 40 
per cent in the east, 25 per cent in 
the south, 35 per-cent in the west— 
that is, from the Mississippi river to 
the Rocky mountains—and 25 per 
cent in the mountain-Patific terri- 
tory—from the east of the Rockles 
to the Pacific coast, not including 
Alaska. 

The commission, in its 36-page de- 
cision, made no attempt to compute 
the amount of increased revenues 
the carriers would receive by reason 
of the rate advances. It did’ say, 
however, that the increases were 
justified in view of the rapidly 
changing conditions’as to prices and 
the necessity for providing adequate 
transportation faciilities during ane 
the period of readjustment. 

What Public Will Pay. 

From figures sbmitted to:thé com- 
misson by the carriers when their 
applicatic for the increases. were 
made, it was unofficially estimr’ :d 
that the apportionment of the ad- 
vances would work out at about 
$1,285,300,000 on freight, $233,8C~ 200 
On passenger, $43,600,000 on Pull- 
man, $4,500,000 on _ milk and $1,40,- 
000 excess baggage charges. 

On the same calculations, the east- 
ern roads would get ie greater part 
of the total increase, receiving ap- 
proximately $873,930,000, as  com- 
pared with 3559,483,000 for the 
western lines, including those in the 
mevntain-Pacifie territory, and 
$135,298,000 for the southern carriers. 

The inrceased charges on freight 
alone were estimated as equaling a 
levy of $12 per capita per annum 
for every man, woman and child in 
the country, basing the nation’s 
population at 105,000,000 fer 1920, 
recently made by the census bureau. 
, The increases in passenger, Pull- 
man and excess baggage rates were 
exactly those asked by the roads 
Freight increases requested were 
39.75 for the eastern roads, 32.03 
for the western roads and 38.91 for 
the southern roads, the total esti- 
mated to yield $1,356,000,000. The 
eastern roads thus were granted .25 
of one per cent more than they 
sought, the western roads approx- 
imately what they sought, but! the 
southern roads received approxi- 
mately 14 percent less than they 
had requested. .

Chicago, July 31.—Police tonight 
were working on two theories in 
connection with the death of Sam- 
uel T. A. Loftig, wealthy diamond 
merchant, found dead in his apart- 
ment last night with Miss Ruth 
Woods, a pretty hotel bookkeeper, 
who first declared the millionaire 
had “suddenly fallen dead after 
she had called for help When he 
insulted her,” but later admitted 
that his death came “after a friend- 
ly tussle with her.” 

One theory was that a cerebral 
hemorrhage, which the coroner’s 
physician declared caused Mr. Lof- 
tis’ death, was the result of a fall, 
possibly accidental, The other was 
that Loftis had been hit over the 
head with a broken whisky ‘ottle 
found near hig pajama-ciad figure. 

Girl Re-enacts Taxi Ride. 

In their efforts to check up the 
statements made by Miss Woods and 
her fiance, Roy Shayne, who told 
the police he rushed to’the apart- 
ment following a telephene mes- 
sage from Miss Woods that she 
was being insulted, police tqday had 
Miss Woods re-enact the taxicab 


ing Shayne with the body. 
Miss Weods’ version of this ride 
was that a taxi was\called by 


; Shayne and that after she had-id- |. 


den a short time the chauffeur’s }/ 
brether got into the car and . at- 
tempted to attack her.. The chauf- 
feur says he ve her to many 
cafes, at each of which she took 
a drink, and finally took her home. 
He denies his brother was ever in 
the car, 

Police declare that when Miss 
Woods reached her home she had a@ 
watch and several articles of jew- 
yelry belonging to Loftis which sh 
gave to her mother with the re 
mark: “Keep them, mother, fom 
awhile, Loftis is dead.” 

Police tonight expressed the opin-} 
fon that Shayne had “told every- 
thing he knew of the case,” and de- 
clared he would be released on his 
own recognizance. 
earth Conflicting Stories. 

Police tonight were bending every 
effort ‘toward clearing up the de- 
tails of the taxicab ride taken by 
Miss Woods after she fled from the 
Loftis apartment. They said that 
full informatiion concerning the ride 
might bring out the exact details of 
the diamond dgaler’s death. 

_Attempts to shake the conflicting 
stories of Miss Woods and Herman 
Wexler, the taxicab driver, by tak- 
ing them over the route, failed to 
change the statement of either. 

Shayne late tonight was question- 
ed further concerning his statement 
that “Loftis fell dead, apparently 
tripping,” just as he entered the 
apartment in response to Miss 
Woods’ telephone call for help. * 

Police said they were satisfied 
that Miss Woods was alone with 
Loftis at the time of his death and 
that the body was cold, apparently 
dead for some time, When the doc- 
tor summoned by Shayne arrived, 

They, alsO said they were puzzled 
over: the fact that only $1.50 was 
found in Loftis’ clothes, declaring 
he was known to always have 
around $1,000 with him. 

Conducted “Girl Trap.” 

Stories told police today by Miss 

Hulda Johnson, housekeeper for 
Loftis for five years indicated that 
the party which resulted in the 
diamond merchant's de&th wag only 
one of many held in his aphrtment. 
Broken. whisky and beer bottles 
and other signs of hillarity and de- 
bauchery frequently were found in 
the apartment by her the “morning 
after,” she- said. 
_ She termed the apartment a “girl 
trap” and declafed Loftis had en- 
tertained fifty different girls there 
sinee.the first of January. One bed- 
room in the apartment was fitted up. 
as a boudoir for women, she said, 
and was always kept equipped with 
rouge, powder and other ee 
requisites, 

In relating the gay parties at the 
Loftis apartment, Miss Johnson said 
Loftis had consumed as much as 
three quarts of liquor in a day. 

Miss Woods, who - ‘described 
Shayne as her fiance, said she was 
called by Loftis to his apartment 
at one o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
that they daneed and drank to-

COX COMPLETES 
LENGTHY ADDRESS 


About 10,000 Words in 
Nominee’s Acceptance 
Speech—Copies in Mails 
for Newspapers. | 


Dayton, Ohio, July 31.—Finishing 
his address for next Saturday ac- 
cepting the democratic presidential 
nomination Governor Cox today 
sought recreation after his hard 
week’s work and prepared to turn 
to other campaign affairs. 

Copies of the address tonight were 
in the mails for newspapers to pre- 
Pare for publication August 7. The 
speech comprises about 10,000 words, 
according to estimates of Charles 
E. Morris, the governor's secretary 
or something over the full news- 
paper page and somewhat in excess 
of the acceptance address of Sena- 
tor Harding, the republican candi- 
date. The goVernor’s address was 
printed in his newspaper plant here 
this afternoon. He did not rea

Warren James, president of the Day- 
ton Chamber of Commerce. 

After turning out his speech, 
Governor Cox today received two 
visitors, Professor Irving Fisher, 
of Yale, with whom he discussed 
economics, and Secretary Van Dyke, 
of the Pennsylvania democratic 
committee.

Chairman White Expected. 


George White, chairman of the 
democraic national committee, is ex- 
pected here late next week for 
conferences with the governor priér 
to the notification ceremonies. The 
special campaign: committee of 165, 
it is believed, will be. announced 
soon after Mr. White sees the can- 
didate. It is understood that the 
direct management of the campaign, 
under Mr. White, will be in the 
hands largely of E. H. Moore, of 
Youngstown, Ohio, Governor’s Cox’s 
preconvention manager; Senator 
Harrison, of Mississippi, chairman 
of the speakers’ bureau, and Wilbur 
W. Marsh, of Iowa, treasurer. Sen- 
ator Harrison also is expected here 
next week to map out the governor’s 
speaking itinerary, beginning about 
August 15. 

In preparation for Governor Cox’s 
notification, Mayor Switzer today 
issued a proclamation declaring 
next Saturday a local holiday. Rail- 
road representatives have arranged 
to provide sleeping car parking 
tracks, by clearing out fréight, for 
the -extra trains of visiting. dele- 
gations expected.

three shots into his own body. 

‘ Jealousy Alleged. 

Marti asserted the dentist. was 
Jealous of him because: of his atten- 
tions to the girl. 

Marti, who is a Porto Rican, told 
the police he went to the. dentist’s 
apartment with Miss Jackson to 
call for some of —her belongings 
which she had left there previously. 
According to Marti, the girl had 
deserted the dentist for him 

mn they arrived at Arenas’ 
housé, the Porto Rican said, . the 
dentist was talking with Juan Mal- 
ganado, a South American, and Dr. 
Arenas asked him to step éutside. 
Malganado, Marti said, walked to 
the porch and the dentist went to 
the rear of the room, which was 
partitioned off with porticos. 

Marti declared the dentist several 
days previously had asked him to 
call fof*.. the girl’s beloggings and 
he expected to receive them tonight. 
Instead of bringing ‘the. clother, 
however, Arenas returned with a 
revolver which he started firing at 
the girl and at him. ° 

Jumped from Window. 

Becoming frightened, Marti said 
he Jumped from a window, but he 
thought of the girl. and: climbed 
back into the room, waving to a 
passing taxicab driver to stop... He 
told the olice he carried Miss 
Jackson from the house to the tax- 
icab with the intention of taking 
her te his apartment in 61st street. 

The dentist's body was found by 
a policeman after residents of the 
neighborhood reported they had 
heard shots in the house. They also 
said that shortly before the shots 
#2 man entered the buliding and that 
he left before the police arrived. 

Marti later told the police Miss 
Jackson was married to Elmer 
Schultz, who he said is employed by 
a taxicab company in Toledo, Ohfo. 
The woman, according to Marti, 
came from Toledo. He said he met 
her through Arenas about two 


months ago. 
Three bullets struck Dr. Arenas, 


two in the chest and one in the 
right temple, Dr. Benjamin Séhwartz, 
assitdnt medical examiner, announc- 
ed tonight he would perform an au- 
topsy tomorrow to determine wheth- 
er either or. botljsof the bullets 
which entered the chest penetrated 
the heart. 

“If neither of those two bullets 
in the chest plerced the heart,” said 
Dr. Schwartz, “it would have been 
impossible for the doctor to have 
killed himself.” 

Girl Is Married. 

Toledo, Ohio, July 31.—Ruth Jack- 
son, found shot tonight in a taxicab 
in front of the home of Dr. Jose 
Arenas in New York city, is the 
wife of Elmer Schultz, a taxicab 
chauffeur here.

Archbishop Mannix 
Leaves for Ireland 
Despite British Ban 


Remarkable Demonstra- 
tion as the Steamer Sails 
From New York —Ire- 
land Cheered and Britain 
Jeered.

New York, July 31.—Daniel J. 
Mannix, archbishop of Melbourne, 
and outspoker advocate of Irish free- 
dom, tonight was,many miles at sea 
aboard the liner Baltic, steaming 
eastward toward whatever fate 
awaits him in Ireland—his native 
land—a visit to which has béen for- 
bidden him by the BRitish govern- 


ment on his journey to Rome to seé!: 


thé pope. 

His friend and fellow ‘country- 
man, Eamonn de Valera, “president 
of the Irish republic,” who was sus- 
pected to be planning to accompany 
the Australian prelate on his expe- 
dition of defiance, was left behind, 

Series of Savage Fighta. 

Raised on the shoulders of a great 
crowd of Irish sympathi£Zers—who 
yelled themselves hoarse in tribute 
to their two leaders after engaging 
in a series of savage fights on dock 
and ship with opponetns of their 
cause—the Irish fpresident” watched 
the great ship being towed into mid- 
stream and, from afar, received a 
final benediction from the venerable 
father, whose air of calm,.devoted 
aourage brought volley after volley 
of cheers from sympathizers ashore,. 

Hours before the ship sailed, men. 
women and chilren, carrying Ameri- 
ean and Irish flags and signs mock- 
ing Premier Lloyd-George, assem- 
bled at the pier. The prelate was 
forced virtually to fight his way 
through the throng to get from his 
automobile to the gangway. 

Then trouble began. An English- 
man standing on the upper deck 
huried a taunt at the archbishop. In 
a second, husky longshoremen 
climbed up the sides of the ship like 
flies, surrounded the passenger and 
pummeled him. Only a cordon of 
detectives, with revolvers, pressed 
into the ribs of the fighting huskies, 
brought reacue te the stranded 
Britisher. 

This was the most spectacular of 
a series of brawls, . Every insult to 
the Irish republic was met with a 
punch, and there was many a sore 
head when the day was over. 

Remarkable Demonstmtion. 

The archbishop stood on the after- 
deck of the lner, holding two red 
roses in his hand, while he invoked 
repeatedly a silent benediction upon 
hundreds of cheering well-wishers 
who crowded the pier from end to 
end and waved scores of Irish flags.

Atlanta’ Concerns ' Not 
Heavily Involved—R. F. 
‘Wlilingham Corporation 
Is in Receivers’ Hands. 

_ Shippers’ Compress Sol- 
vent. 


No anxiety has been evinced 
among Atlantans interested in the 
Shippers’ Compress’ company, which 
was organized by Richard F. Wil- 
lingham, of Macon, who is said to 
be in financial difficulties involv- 
ing liabilities amounting to ap- 
proximately $2,000,000. 

Dispatches from Macon Saturday 
stated that receivers had been ap- 
pointed for the R. F. Willingham 
corporation, which operateg a half- 
million-dollar cannery at Franklin- 
ton, on the site of old Camp 
Wheeler, near Macon. The receivers 
are J. A. Streyer, former general 
maanger of the Macon, Dublin and 
Savannah railroad, and Jesse B., 
Hart, president of the Macon Na- 
tional bank and the Macon Savings 
bank. 

Inquiry among bankers adid other 
Atlantans interested in’ the enter- 
prises concerned with Mr. Willing- 
hams’ alleged losses, disclosed the 
fact that Atlanta banks are not as 
heavily interested in his invest- 
ments as was at first supposed. It 
is said that only three Atlanta 
banks hold paper from any of the 
Willingham interests, and that the 
total sum is in the neighborhood of 
only $300,000—practically all of this 
being paper of the Shippers’ Com- 
press company. 

Company is Solvent. 

The Shippers’ Compress company 
is said by its executive board and 
others to be solvent and entirely 
able to continue the operation of 
its plants without interruption. 
There is no possible chance, it was 
said, of this concern being involved 
in court proceedigs, and it is 
further declared that its assets ex- 
ceed its liabilities by at least 
$2,000,000. A canvass of the Wil- 
lingham paper held by Atlan 
banks Saturday, it was said, shows 
all of it to be covered by gilt-edged 
security, with the worst possible 
developments able to cause the 
three banks only an aggregate loss 
of about $50,000. No such develop- 
ment fs at all probable, however, it 
was further said.

held that they were better able to 
meet the demands upon them than 
some of the other companies and, 
therefore did not require as large 
an increase. 

“The increases here. authorized,” 
said the commission, “are intended 


to yield the additional one-half of 
one per cent of the aggregate value 
of the roads to make provisions for 
improvements, betterments and 
equipment, chargeable to capital 
account. The record leaves no 
doubt as to the needs of the coun- 
try for additional transportation 
facilities. All-carriers participating 
in the increases will be expected to 
make appropriations for additional 
improvements, betterment or equip- 
ment of a character chargeable to 
capital account and to make report 
to us semi-annually showing what 
revenues 
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proved would under present condi- 
tions result in rates not unreason- 
able in the aggregate under sec- 
tion 1 of the 1 (transportation act) 
and would enable the carriers in 
the respective groups, under hon- 
est, efficient and economical man- 
agement, and reasonable gas 
tures for maintenance o way. 
structures and equipments to earn 
an aggregate annual railway oper- 
ating income equ as nearly as 
may be, to a return of 54¢ per cent 
upon the aggregate value for the 
purposes of this proceeding of the 
railway property of such carriers 
held for and used in the service 
of transportation and one-half of 
one r cent in addition: eastern 
group 40 per cent: southern group 
25 per cent, and western group 35 
per cent: Mountain-Pacific group 
25 per cent.” 
Summary of Decision. 

The decision of the commission 
which was unanimous, summed up 
as follows ,; 

“Most of the factors with which 
we are Coatene are constantly 
changing. It is impossible to fore- 
east with any degree of certainty 
which the volume of traffic will be 
The general price level is chang- 
ing from month to month and from 
day to day.

It is expected that ship- 
pers will take these matters up, 
in the first instance with the car- 
riers and the latter will be ex- 
pected to deal promptly and effec- 
tively therewith to the end that 
necessary readjustments may be 
made in as many instances as prac- 
ticable without appeal to us.” 
United States Operation of Roads. 

Gevernment operation of the rail- 
roads was brought into the rate 
case by Commissioner Eastman, 
who, in an opinion, in which Com- 
missioner Woolley concurred, dis- 
approved the method used by the’ 
cammission in arriving at its con- 
clusions. Commissioner McChord 
criticised Commissioner Eastman’s 
position, declaring that he “injects 
into this case large political ques- 
tions of governmental policy which 
are nowhere in issue here.” 

Commissioner Eostman expressed 
regret that federal control of the 
roads was not permitted to contin- 
ue, at least until after the read- 
justment period.

The questions 
involved in this case are so great 
and so vital to the American peo- 
ple that no such suggestions as are 
here made should be injected to 
further complicate the extremely 
delicate and vital situation that 
now confronts this commission, the 
public and the railroads.” 

Details of the increases were dis- 
cussed by the commission at length. 
Discussing provisions for rates be- 
tween the various groups of roads. 
the commission said that joint or 
Single-line through rates between 
‘points in one group and points in 
other groups should be inereased 
33 1-3 per cént. The commission 
also said that the increases should 
apply to indivi@ual commodity rates 
now in effect, except that no in- 
crease should be made in the rates 
6n iron ore from the Minnesota 
and Michigan ranges to Lake Su- 
perior and Lake Michigan ports. 4 

As to grain rates, the commission 
said that it found that such rates

Total Value of Roads.

*1—All Passenger fares and 
chargwes may be increased 20 per 
cent. The term ‘passenger fares’ 
may be considered to include stand- 
ard local and interline fares; ex- 
cursions, convention and other fares 
for special occasions: commutation 
and other multiple forms of tickets: 
extra fares on limited trains; club 
car charges. : 

“2—-Excess baggage fates may 
be increased 20 per cent, provided 
that where stated as a percentare 
of er dependent uPpo Passenger 
fares increase in the latter will an- 
tomatically effect the. increase in 
the excess hbageage charges. 

“3—-A surcharge upon _ passen- 
rers in sleeping and parlor cars 
may be made amounting to 50 per 
eent of the charee for space in 
such cars, such charge ta be col- 
lected in connection with the charre 
for space, and to accrue to the rail 
carriers. 

“4.Milk and cream are usually 
carried in passenger trains, and the 
revenue therefrom ia not included 
in freimht revenue. Rates on there 
commodities may be incteased 20 
Per cent.” 

Cenclusion on Freight Increases. 

The conclusions of the commission 
as to general freight increases was 
stated as follows:

TOO BIG NOW. 

In view of the increase of the 
population of the United States 
during the last ten years, as shown 
by the 1920 decennial census re- 
turns, the national house of repre- 
sentatives is confronted with the 


‘alternative of either increasing its 


own membership from 455 to at 
least 500 or of eliminating a few 
congressional districts. 

The house census committee is 


now at work framing the new ap- 
portionment bill; and, ac *crding to 
its chrirman, Reprrsentative Sie- 
gel, of New York, it is in a quan- 
dary as to what should be done. 

The membersrip of the house 
should not be increased, If pos- 
sible, it should be reduced. 

Certainly 435 house membership 
is enough, and even that number 
makes an altogether too unwieldy 
a body. : 

Fewer representatives would 
make better progress and perform 
more effective service than is pos- 
sible-under existing: conditions. 

ecause of the very bigness of 
the house of representatives, the 


4 actual control of the body inevit- 


ably rests in the hands of a few 
men, known as the “leaders,” and 
ihe bulk of the work accom- 
plished rests ‘upon them, and is 
shaped according to their ideas and 
desires. 

This situation would be accentu- 
ated by an increase in the member- 
ship. The effect would be to re- 
move the house still farther away 
from the people and to further con- 
centrate legislative power in the 
hands of a few men who are skilled 
in the arts and wiles of political 
maneuvering.

OUR WANING FORESTS. 

According to statistics compiled 
by the American Forestry associa- 
tion, virgin forests of the. United 
States covered 822,000,000 acres; 
now, only one-sixth of that area re- 
mains in its original state of tim- 
ber productivity. 

All classes of forest land in the 
United States today, including 
culled, cut-over, and burned areas, 
aggregate only 463,000,000 acres, 
or a little more than one-half of 
the nation’s original forests. 

“Of the forest land remaining 
and not utilized for farming or anv 
other :purpose,” says Charles La- 
throp Pack, president of the Fores- 
try association, in a public appeal 
in behalf of forest conservation— 


“approximately efghty-one million 
acres have been so severely cut and 
burned as to become an unproduc- 
tive waste. This area is equivalent 
to the combined forests of Ger- 
many, D .imark, Holland, Belgium, 
France, Switzerland, Spain and 
Portugal. Upon an enormous ad- 
ditional area the growth of tim- 
ber is so small in amount or of 
such inferior character that its eco- 
nomio value is negligiblé.’’ 

Mr. Pack further points out that 
merchantable saw timber in the 
United States is estimated in round 
numbers at 2,215 billion board feet, 
less than three-fourths of which is 
virgin stumpage, the remainder be- 
ing second growth timber of rela- 
tively inferior quality. 

Indicating the extent to whicii 
our timber supply is being re- 
duced, and that the day when ang- 
thing made of wood will be con- 
sidered a luxury is not far distant 
unless something effective is done 
to conserve our timber supply and 
rehabilitate our depleted forest 
areas, Mr. Pack goes on to say 
that— 3 
“Every year there is now consumed 
or destroyed fifty-six billion board 
feet feet of material of saw timber 
size. .The total yearly consumption 
of all classes of timber its about 
twenty-six billion cubic feet. Our 
depleted forests are growing less 
than one-fourth of this amount. 
The United States is not only cut- 
ting heavily into its remaining vir- 
gin forests every year, but is also 
using up the smaller material upon 
which the future supply of saw 
timber depends much more rapidly 
than it is being replaced. The prob- 
lem is one of the present as we]}] 
as the future.” 


This situation directly or indi- 
rectly affects every industry, every 
line of. activity, every citizen, of 
the whole country; for wood is sec- 
ond to no natural product—with 
the possible exception of water 
and iron—in point of being a neces- 
sity to the welfare of the individ- 
ual citizen and society in general. 

The newsprint paper industry is 
serious], threatened unless a 
means is found wherevwy either to 
replenish and perpetuate the sup- 
ply of pulp wood or to develop a 
substitute for wood in the manu- 
facture of print paper; for, as The 
Louisville Courier-Journal declares 


nn a@ recent editorial, while other 
materials can be used as a substi- 
tute for wood in the manufactute 
of many articles of daily use, thus 
to conserve timber, “the newspaper 
cannot use substitutes for paper!” 
_ The Courier-Journal calls atten- 
tion to the alarming fact that 
“pulp wood is being sold at $25 a 
cord in Canada; .*. . being shipped 
500 miles to mills, and paper is 
shipped much farther to consum- 
ers;" and that, in the opinion of 
the American Forestry association, 
“within twenty years the pulp wood 
supply of New England and the 
lake states will be about gone!” 
The situation has reached an 
acute stage; and a remedy must be 
found. 

While it is true that newspapers 
“cannot use substitutes for paper,” 
some substitute for pulp wood for 
the manufacture of paper is by no 
means impossible. 

Reforestation, the planting of 
trees upon previously treeless 
areas, etc., coule of course, event- 
ually restore the country’s timber 
supply; but that would require 
years and years of experimenta- 
tion and waiting, and is not feasi- 
ble as a means of meeting a situa- 


{ 


And this is a necessary develop- 
ment to which the national govern- 
ment can well afford to devote its 


attention. 

As Mr. Pack further shows in his 
discussion of the forest situation in 
general— 

“We are particularly fortunate in 
that the next president will be a 
man who doubtless has been hard 
pushed to keep going the business 
by which he makes a livelihood, 
that of publishing a newspaper, be- 
cause of the mounting cost of pulp- 
wood and as a result the increased 
cost of print paper. Neither Mr. 
Harding or Mr. Cox must:+be cv.n- 
verted to the need of a national 
forest policy. Here is something 
they surely agree upon. If the 
winner will take active steps to- 
ward formglating a national forest 
policy h@is assured of a place in 
the Hall of Fame.” 


This authority on our timber 
situation“very properly and appro- 
priately calls upon all citizens of 
the country to join the forestry 
association in its worthy campaign 
to save the nation’s forests from 
further depletion. 


A KEEP-COOL BASIS. 
Commenting on the stereotyped 
“keep-cool” summer advice, The 
Baltimore American says .— that 
while that kind of keeping cool is 
good enough in itS weather way, 
“it doesn’t suffice now.” 


The idea is to extend it béyond 
the limits of summer, and “to be 
cool for keeps” to bring a little 
more of philosophy to bear on the 
year-around worries of life.- 


That, of course, takes in the 
whole business of living, and hits 
the chronic fault-finding people 
right and left; and while great 
reformation may not be expected 
of “the born growlers,” some good 
may result to themselves and oth- 
ers from experimenting with the 
“keep-cool plan.” 

The great misfortune of the 
weather-swearing habit is that the 
state of mind of it is likely to be 
transferred to everything else that 
upsets one’s little calculations—the 
mole hills are magnified to moun: 
tains; life’s all storm, and no rain- 
bows! 

The high cost of living has long 

been condemned to a climate our 
hottest summer weather can nevers 
hope to match; but it’s still with 
us, in various forms. 
_And many who, in a passion of 
protest, consigned it to warmer 
latitudes, overlooked the blessing 
of more money to meet it, and the 
thousand and one new opportuni- 
ties to make money. 

Even the new dollars, coming in 
so plentifully, may be said to have 
“got what was coming to them” 
because they “didn’t go far 
enough.” 

How could peopie keep cool with 
piles of 50-cent dollars confronting 
them? 

So the alleged “new” dollar was 
early relegated to the sweltering 
place where they had sent the High 
Cost! 

And we-kept living right along; 
and the wise ones at once began to 
lay aside “cheap” dollars for rainy 
days. 

They'll be fine, crisp and silver- 
bright things to contemplate later 
on. They'll enable the many who 
did not despise them utterly, but 
worked to win a lot of them, to 
keep cool while the improvident are 
wondering why they are still “hot 
in the collar!” 

And the latter won’t stop to re- 
flect that it is because they didn’t 
keep cool at the right times, and 
“collar-heat” became a habit with 
them, getting them nowhere in par- 
ticular, because it doesn’t generate 
the right kind of “steam!”

The battle over Poland was one 
of the sharpest in the Paris con- 
ference and in it America was led 
into the rather humiliating ‘si.ua- 
tion of acting as a catspaw to the 
Britis policy. A strong Poland 
meant a strong Franco-Polish i1li- 
ance, a weak Poland in the nature 
of things meant a continuation of 
French dependency upon the Brit- 
ish. France fought for the Polish 
cause, not alone from sympathy, 
which was very reai, nevertheless, 
but also from policy. 

British Opposed Poland. 

As for the British, at all times 
and urder all: circumstances Lloyd 
George opposed Poland. He did not 
merely stand out against Polish °®x- 
pansion into the regions which had 
heen Poland's territory before the 
partition of 1773, regions in which 
Polish concern was political and 
strategic and trer claims however

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many Americans have failed to see 
in Poland as in Syria and in truth 
all over-Europe, Asia and Africa, 
the so-caiied American ideag have 
not been invoked or applief as mat- 
ters of principle, but purely and 
simply as they were advantageous 
to British interests. 

But the fact of Polish collapse 
must now be faced by all, the Brit- 
ish included, and it is no exaggera- 
tion to say that it has gone beyond 
British expectation or wish. What 
Lloyd-George and those from whom 
he derived his Polish policy ac- 


land, but a Poland capable of main- 
taining the frontiers assigned to it. 
particularly against the Russian. 
The arrival of the bolshevists at 
the frontiers of east. Prussia, per- 
haps in Warsaw itself, was no part 
of British policy. 

In truth, the results of recent 
maneuvers have been disastrous to 
British interests. Thus the gradual 
reintegration of Russia the un- 


takable return of Russian  in- 

ence to the Baltic provinces, 
where British policy was deeply 
engaged in setting up small states 
dependent upon the .British and 
commercial bases for British trade 
with Russia can only mean first a 
nominal and then an actual return 
of these lands to Russian control. 
Instead of a chain of border states, 
natural allies of the outside world 
and barriers against German en- 
trance and Russian exit, all of the 
border states are now almost cer- 
tain to return to the Russian orbit. 

And this is the real  bolshevist 


 Bolshevist Policy. 
maneuver. Peace has already been 
made between the Lenin-Trétzky 
government and the Lithuanians, 
Letts and Esthonians and frontiers 
have béen granted to these several 


tribes which go outside of ethnic 
rights. But in giving them more 
than they asked the bolshevists 
have at one time placated old ene- 
mies and prepared the way for ul- 
timate reconquest. Each of these 
tribes has sought aid from the 
west, from the old allies, has failed 
to obtain it and finds itself now, 
while nominally at peace gnd inde- 
pendent, confronted with the in- 
escapable’ fact that it cannot rely 
upon the west to defend it against 
Russia, bolshevist or czaristic. 
Now the Russians have extended 
this policy to Poland. The British 
government demands that the bol- 
shevists make peace with the Poles 
»on the basis of those _ restricted 
frontiers imposed upon the Poles 
at Paris by the British, frontiers 
so restricted that the Poles under- 
took. their recent and’ disastrous 
war. But the Russians reply that 
they will make peace only with the 
Poles directly and then cleverly as- 
sert that the frontiers conceded by 
Poland’s western allies are far 
more unfavorable to Poland than 
those Russia is prepared to admit. 
What does this mean? It meahs 
beyond all else that the Poles, bit- 
ter at what they must regard as 
their betrayal by the west, hopeless 
now of realizing even the. most 
modest of their old aspirations, find 
suddenly that it is more profitable 
to agree with the bolshevists than 
to serve the west; what was unob- 
tainable when Poland was playing 
her historic role of the soldier of 
western’ civilization, may be had 
for the asking if Poland only 
chooses to turn east rather than 


west. 

Meantime the Ukrainians, who 

allied themselves with the Poles 
against the bolshevists, have been 
crushed with the Poles, Ukrainia is 
almost all in boshevist hands. But 
again bolshevist policy is disclosed 
in the assertion of Joffe, one of 
Lenin’s agents, that the fullest 
measure of autonomy is to be con- 
ceded to the Ukraine, once peace is 
restored. What Germany failed to 
bestow upon the Ukrainians Lenin 
and Trotzky will give them. 
. Now consider what this means: A 
century and a quarter ago. the 
French revolution, overflowing 
into central Europe, began the 
creation of a series of republics 
about it in the lands which.had an- 
ciently been the promised land for 
French aspirations, from Holland to 
Italy France was bordered by a 
fringe of republics, in which the 
ideas and the influence of the revo- 
lution were predominant. A little 
later they were without exception 
gathered into the French fold 
where they remained until after Na- 
poleon abdicated. 

If only it could be made clear 
to the American audience that bol- 
shevism was a state of war, the 
real truth of the whole Russian 
problem would be simply establish- 
ed. hose who clamor for peace 
with Russia are without exception 
unwilling to concede the truth that 
~while it is possible for the west 
to stop it, direct and indirect fight- 
ing. which has been so dishonest 
&nd deceitful, because statesmen 
were afraid of their own constitu- 
encies, there is no guarantee, there 
is no possible assurance That the 
bolshevists wil] desist. too. 


War is Life to Reds. 

In truth Lenin and Trotsky can 
only desist by betraying their fol- 
lowers and their cause. They are 
seeking to overturn the western 


civilization, to conquer with ideas 
where arms are ftot available, but 
in fact to establish in the west the 
regime they have established in 
Russia. It is convenient for them 
now to make peace, just as it was 
convenient for them to make peace 
with® Germany at Brest Litovsk. 
But their idea of peace is not an 
end of war making upon the west 
but merely a change of weapons, 
they desire to corrupt, not to con- 
quer, to use ‘their own peculiar 
methods. 

To make war upon Russia is stu- 
pid, so far as it has ary - purpose 
to dabble in Russian affairs, to re- 
store the czaristic regime, to es- 
tablish some buorgeosie control. 
Most of the failures so far have 
» been due to the fact that to the 
‘Russian revolution. But it is dnes- 
effort of the west to destroy the 
kussian revolution. But it is ines- 
Capable so far as the Russians re- 
fuse to make peace with the west 
and plan to use their own weapons 
while seeking to pérsuade the west 
to lay aside its own weapons. 

The trouble with the whole Rus- 
Sian problem from the armistice to 
the present mom-ent lies in the fact 
that the cowardice of western 
statesmen has led to the most in- 
comprehensible trickery. These 
statesmen did not date to make war 
openly, because of the opposition at 
home to any more war and the de- 
liberate use of the bolshevist cause 
by the labor elements in polities 
to fight the several gzovernments. 

Western statesmen perceived the 
fact that bolshevism was in fact a 
gospel of war upon the west, that 
peace was impossible ecause the 
-enémy was seeking to’ destroy the 
western form of government'‘and of 
industrial organization. But it lack- 
ed the courage to tell the truth. it 
sought at time to make war and 
to declare at it was not makine 
war. The result was that it actual- 
ly made war badly and deceived 
even less successfully. 

It would have been far better to 
have made peace with the bolshe- 
vists, that is to abandon all effort 
to fight them, even in the face of 
the fact that they would continue 
the battle, rather than to under- 
take to make war and pretend peace 
at the same moment. No one was 
deceived, but those whom the re- 
spéctive governments sought to de- 
ceive were naturally tndignant and 
became more and more hostile and 
dangerous Politically and at the 
Same time one effort after another 
to wage war in disguise came to 
its inevitable fallure. 

So at last. almost three years 
after the rise of bolshevism in 
Ruasgia the situation is this: All 
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domestic revolts, those of 

Deriikine and Yudenitch 
have falled. The effort to erect a 
cordon sanitaire about Russia, using 
the Baltic states, Poland and Ru- 
mania, has failed. Poland has been 
permitted to go to ruin and the one 
really effective army, measured by 
western standards has ben prac- 
tically annihilated. Russia now 
holds the upper hand on all her 
frontiers. The border states now 
and henceforth are at her mercy 
and if she chooses now to be gen- 
erous in the matter of territorial 
concessions, she is giving what she 
can presently retake. 

Instead of having a line of inde- 
pendent states. extending from Fin- 
yland to Rumania, capable combined 
of ‘offering a desperate resistance 
te Russian aggression and, sustain- 
ed by western arms able to hold 
back Russian armies, we have now 
only a collection of wretched states, 
each of them incapable alone of 
successful resistance, each of them 
convinced that it has nothing ‘to 
expect from the western nations and 
therefore no incentive to resist and | 
every reason to make the best bar- 
gain that it can. 

And this bargain is obviously ty 
be based upon the bolshevist pur- 
pose to penetrate and permeate. 
Lenin and Trotzky are not. directly 
following in the footsteps of their 
ezaristic predecessors, they are not 
seeking the conquest of territory, 
but the destruction of nations. 

heirs is. an international, not a 
nationalistic, aspiration. A bolshev- 
‘ist Poland may have what frontiers 
it desires, a bolshevist Lithuania 
may include all of Grodno, a bol- 
shevized Ukraine may have auton-/| 
omy ta the nth degree. What is 
now important is that that bolshev- 
ist methods, principles, ideas shall 
be applied as widely as possiblé, 
that the infection, which has pos- 
sessed Russia may pass the front- 
iers, begin its march westward. 
The political phases are still unim- 
portant; a Napoleon may follow 
the Russian revolution as Bona- 
parte followed the French, but this 
is another question. 

Cause of Red Triumphs. 
It is a twofold reason that must 


explain the yictory of bolshevism, 
one of thee most astonishing victo- 
ries in all history. First the divis- 
ion between the allies, the British 
policy to restrain France, even by 
sacrificing Poland, the French de- 
sirt to build upon a great Poland a 
vigorous French policy with the pos- 
sible political ascendancy in Eu- 
rope, which was with a few inter- 
ruptions unchallenged from Louis 
XIII to Napoleon III,“ from the 
treaty of Westphalia to. that of 
Frankfort. And the clash between 
French and Italians resulting from 
French support of the Jugo-Slavs 
against the [Italians in Fiume-and 
the Adriatic. 

And the second explanation is 
found in the domestic policy pur- 
sued by the various leaders im the 
several allied nations. Terrified by 
the weariness of their publics, re- 
sulting from the world war, ap- 
palled by the insubordination in the 
armies, when the prospect of a new 
campaign opened, they have shrunk 
from facing the fact and informing 
their publics of the truth that bol- 
shevism~was a war, already de- 
clared upon the western nations and 
that the western nations must de- 
fend themselves or succumb. 

Instead, they have conducted a 
great war in the most insignificant 
and contemptible fashion. They 
have wasted vast sums, covertly 
sent troops and publicly Yrecalled 
them when the thing was discover- 
ed. Insofar as they have ‘dared 
they have made war, but it has 
been a war which no soldier would 
conduct, for every soldier Fecog- 
nized the magnitude of the) task 
and the unmistakable truth that it 
would require great armies as well 
as large appropriations. 

And ‘the end of the war has been 
defeat, defeat such as followed the 
attack upon the French revolution 
for many of the same reasons. The 
allies have quarreled among them- 
selves, they have bctrayed those al- 
lies in and out of Russia who 
might have won the, struggle. given 
a little assistance: thev have en- 
couraged the border tr.hbes to ac- 
tion, given them funs and ammu- 
nition to fight and then not alone 
abandoned them, but denounced 
them,. when they did fight exactly 
as they felt constrained by domes- 
tic public sentiment. 

Pathway is Open. 

Now Russia, the bolshevists have 
struck Poland down and there is 
nothing left in their pathway in 
Europe. Germany lies open to 
them and no one can mistake the 
fact that there are in Germany con- 
ditions which offer the very finest 
field for boshevist activity. Cen- 
tral Europe, a mess of insignificant 
and indefensible states suffering 
from economic prostration and 
something approching' starvation, 
lies just beyond the western fron- 
tiers of Poland. No fairer oppor- 
tunity beckoned the French revo- 
lution after the initial repulse of 
the invaders at Valmy then now 
lies spread before the boshevists. 

Nor is the invitation to invasion 
more pressing in Europe than in 
Western Asia, from the Bosporus to 
India, from the Caucasus to Cairo 
there {s chaos, states are rising and 
falling, races .and tribes free and 
in subjection are either in arms or 
seeking to take up arms. The Brit- 
ish and the Greeks are fighting the 
Turks. The French are at war 
with the Arabs. In the Balkans the 
Turk and the Bulgars are fighting 
the Greeks. The Armenians in their 
highlands are fighting the Turk and 
bolshevists. 

But what is more impoftant than 
the wars of conquest is the essen- 
tial fact that in western Asia ev- 
ery western hand is raised against 
every ‘others The British and 
French are as hostile, as unmistak- 
ably rivals as they were in America 
acenturv and a half ago. The Ital- 
ian, attain, is hostile to both and 
covertly encouraging the Turk to 
attack the Greek, although the 
Greek is ally and agent of the Brit- 
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on. 

{[n this situation the British gov- 
ernment is eagerly seeking to make 
peace with the bolshevists and tat 
peace more end more takes on the 
appearance of a surrender. an effort 
to placate. The reason is obvious. 
{f the bolshevist strikes 


In Asia. 


whether through Persia or Arme- 
nia, his advance carries instant 
menace to Britain, to India and to 
Mesopotamia. If peace does not 
come, it may be but a short time 
before the old am menace is 
revived in Central Asia and the 
“bear that walks like a man” will 
appear again in regions where this 
shadow was familiar before the ad- 
vent of Edward VII and the change 
from Victorian to Edwardian for- 
eign policy. 

The world is tired of war and 
the talk of war. The masses who 
fought the last war and will have 
to fight all wars are in no mood 
just now to undertake a new bur- 
den. They believe what they want 
to believe about the bolshevists and 
they are sustained in their own be- 
liefs by the weak and fruitless de- 
ception practiced by their political 
leaders in recent months. They 
welcome the bolshevist' triumph, 
only in small part, perhaps because 
of any real sympathy with bolshev- 
ism, certainly with no accurate ap- 
precietion of what it méans, be- 
cause it represents a defeat for 
their own rulers; with whom they 
have obviously broken. 

Since these things are true, it Is 
useless now to attempt to excite 
western policies .by any statement 
of what the bolshevist successes 
may mean* for them. Yet the truth 
is ‘plain for all who care to see it. 
Aftér three years the Russian revo- 
lution has crushed all domestic re- 
bellion as completely as the French 
revolution suppressed the Vendee, 
glso supported by half-hearted for- 
eign aid. It°has overflowed into 
the border states, as France follow- 
ing 1792 spread to Belgium, Hol- 
land, Switzerland and Italy. The 
collapse of Poland is the collapse 
of all the border tribes, none will 
venture to resist, where Poland 
tried, was.abandoned and fell. 

And the roads through Germany 
and that through central and west- 
ern Asia lie open. The Russian 
wave may now recoil, it may have 
passed its crest already, prophecy 
is idle. But at the least there is 
now po obstacle short of the Rhine 
in Europe and the British garrisons 
in Asia. By comparison with the 
Russian victgries in the east, the 
allied and erman conferences in 
the west are mere details. Before 
the war is even paptially liquidated 
the shadow of an even greater con- 
flict falls across Europe and Asia.

How Many of Us Knew Dan 


Pfenninger Was a Pitcher? 


Here’s an account of Dan Pfennin- 
ger,’ Southern league umpire, that 
was/dug up recently by some ener- 
getic sporting scribe: 

“Dan Pfenninger, of the Southern 
league umpire staff, is wagin a 
most successful struggle against 
Father Time. And, in fact, Dan is 
Several. years ‘up’ on Father Time, 
the eternal winner against all par- 
ticipants in athletics, Pfenninger 
is now serving his seventeenth sea- 
son as an umpire in the Southern 
league, and a record for continuous 
service in one league probably 
equaled in but very few cases. 

“Pfenninger has been connected 
with professional baseball as a 
plaver or umpire for twenty-six 
years. He brokeintothe game as a 
pitcher for the Rochester, N. Y., 
club in 1894. He remained with 
Rochester through the 1895 season. 
In 1896 he went to Hamilton, Can- 
ada, and was with Meridian, Conn.. 
in 1897 and 1898. He went to New 
Haven, Conn., in 1899, and remained 
there through 1900. 

“Pfenninger started the 1901 sea- 
son pitching for Bridgeport. but was 
forced to retire in July on account 
of an injury. In August of that 
year he started umpiring in the 
Connecticut State league and fin- 
ished the season. He umpired in 
the New York State league in 
1902-03. 

“The late Judke W. M. Kavanaugh 
was president of the Southern league 
in 1904. and signed Pfenninger as an 
umpire. Dan has umpired continu- 
ally in the Southern league since 
then, and apparently has a job as 
long as he cares to remain in the 
league and hig age will permit him 
following the profession. 

“Pfenninger established what is 
probably aie record for an umptre 
in organized baseball durine the 
season of 1917, when he went the 
entire season without fining one 
player.

FARDING STUMP! 
FROM FRONT PORCH 


Numerous Delegations 
Heard Senator’s Speech. 
Stresses Mutuality of In- 
terest of All Americans. 


Marion, Ohio, July 31.—Turninege 
aside from the political issues that 
have been in the forefront of the 
campaign, Senator Harding took for 
the theme of his first front-porch 
speech today a plea for solidarity 
of purpose and mutual good under- 
standing among all closses and 
geographical sections of the coun- 
try. 

Only a spirit of “commingling 
friendship,” he said, could produce 
the full realizing of mutual inter- 
dependence necessary to attainment 
of the nation’s highest destinjes. He 
Dleaded that east, west, north and 
south and the jealousies of class 
and selfish interest be forgotten in 
peace as they had been in war. 

In a passing reference to war- 
time taxation, the nominee declared 
the excess profits tax schedule 
should be modified to accord with 
peace requirements, and that he 
would not hesitate to ask con- 
gress for prompt action to that end. 
He added, however, that he was 
‘not yet prepared to suggest an 
equitable substitute.” 

Spoke From Front Porch. 

The speech was delivered from 
the front porch of the Hagding res!i- 
dence to a delegation from Mans- 
field, in a neighborhood Ohio coun- 
ty, which came up in marching or- 
der and serenaded the candidate 
with four brass bands. In the crowd, 
which filled the lawn and over- 
| flowed into the street, were many 
/ known personally to the candidate, 
|} and they cheered him as he held up 
their conception of neighborliness 
as ® model for the nation. 

In a short address of greeting, 
E. B. Capeller, of Mansfield, told 
Senator Harding that many demo- 
crats were in the delegation, and 
that hundreds more in Richland 
county were going to help “the boys 
and girls” of other counties to car- 
ry Ohio and the nation for the re- 
publican ticket in November. 

After the nominee’s response he 
came down the steps with Mrs, Har- 
ding, who had stood a few feet 
behind him during the speech, and 
they shook hands for a half hour 
as the crowd filed by. 

Today’s speech marked the for- 
mal opening of the front-porch 
campaign, which is expected before 
the summer is over to bring to 
Marion many. thousands of repub- 
lican -voters.. Two more Ohio dele- 

fgations are to be received during 
the coming week, and two later 
dates already have been announced. 
Senator Harding’s Speéch. 

In the opening speech of his front 
porch campaign Senator Harding 
said that the greatest usefulness of 
the nation demanded a levélling of 
class and sectional barriers and a 
realization of the “inter-dependence 
and mutuality of interest of all our 
people.” | 

The great war, he said, had ‘help- 
ed toward such a realization. Closer 
com- 
plete assimilation of the foreign- 
born, he suggested as pointing the 
way to a fuller national accord. 

Urging also a readjustment of 
taxation, he expressed doubt wheth- 

er the, war-time excess profits levy 
was in harmony with 
quirements, 
yet worked out the details of a re- 
vised tax system. 

“We ought to make wealth bear 
its full share of taxation,” he said, 
“and we ever will. Having this 
thought in mind and also thinkin 
of the excessive cost of living, 
doubt if the excess profits tax for 
war precisely accomplishes the end 
we seek in peace. I would 
greatly recommend a change, but I 
am not yet prepared to suggest an 
equitable substitute, though I should 
have no hesitancy in asking con- 
gress to seek the earliest possible 
solution.” 

The league of nations he did not 
refer to directly, but he declared 
the nation’s “highest duty is to cling 
to the fundamentals on which we 
builded and hold fast to the nation- 
ality which inspired our onward 


march.’ 
“It is with a keen sense of delight 


ed that you cOme not oly as re- 
ublicans, but as neig rs and 
riends. We ne to : cultivate 
friendliness and neighbofliness. I 
sometimes think in this busy. work- 
na world we are neglecting those 
ttie 
make life sweet and worth while: 
We showd not forget that life's 
greatest joys lie in the social con- 
course of friends and neighbors. 
Muteality of Interest, 

“The especial thought in my mind 
(today is the interdependence and 
the mutuality of interest of all our 
people. The tendency to class con- 
sciousness is a p uct of develop- 
ing fortunes, and is both a reflex 
of achievement and a menace to 
maintained progress. We must cau- 
tion against class distinction and 
class conflict at every step. 

“Here in the middle west, where 
farming is free from tenantry and 
holds fo the normal way, and manu- 
facturing is ——— confined to the 
plants of that moderate size ‘which 
indexes the surpassing fabric of 
American industry. we have the 
touch of intimacy and that closer 
understanding which emphasize the 
thought I have in mind. We cannot 
‘promote agriculture alone, because 
the factory is necessary to the 
making of a market. We cannot 
foster the factory and ignore agri- 
eulture, because the farm is our 
base of food supply. 

‘TIT can recall readily 40-cent 
wheat. That was before industry 
ceveloped the home consumier; that 
was before railways and improved 
highways opened the wey to mar- 
kets. That was when farming was 
a fight for subsistence instead of 
the present pursuit of attainment. 

“TIT trust no one will misquote me 
that I believe in 40-cent wheat, be- 
cause I have indulged my memory. 
Sometimes we are very unfair in 
handling the utterances of public 
men. I refhember, when the senate 
was discussing the war-time guar- 
antee on wheat, when we felt we 
ought to give the American farmer 
that assurance which -«would en- 
courage a seeding to guard against 
war famine, a western senator was 
arguing that wheat could not be 
raised for less than 682.50 per 
bushel. I interrupted him to say 
that I well recalled that Ohio farm- 
ers, in pre-war days, had rejoiced 
to get a dollar for their wheat. 
was speaking of normal days prior 
to the war. You will bear me wit- 
ness that I spoke fairly and cor- 
rectly. 
who seek to convey that I said a 
dallar a bushel is enough for wheat 
today. I am not so annoyed at the 
silly untruth as Ieam distressed at 
the affront to ordinary intelligence. 

‘Pardon the diversion. I am re- 
calling the old time low level of 
prices, to recall at the same time 
the people’s inability to buy, and 
to remind you that mounting farm 
prices, mounting wages, mounting 
expenditures—all are inseparably 
linked and a grim mutuality will 
ultimately assert itself, no matter 
what we do. But a mindfulness of 
this mutuality will spare us the 
fine inequalities and the grievances 
which come of forced adjustment. 


All Looking Forward. 

“There is no living today or to- 
motrow according te the standards 
of yesterday. Every normal being 
ts looking forward. We collect 
more federal taxes in one year than 
the entire wealth of the republic a 
century ago. Only a little while ago 
our grievances about taxes were 
wholly local, because a half century 
of republican control of the fed- 
eral government held us free from 
direct burdens. But the changed 
policy. the democratic drift to free- 
dom of trade which is internatipnal 
rather than national, and mounting 
cost of government and finally war 
burdens, turned federal taxation to 
a colossal burden. 

“No one -seriotsly complained 
while the national crisis hung over 
us, but we must work a readjust- 
ment for stabilized and prosperous 
peace. We ought to make wealth 
bear its full share of tax burdens, 
and we ever will. Having this 
thought in mind and also thinkin 
of the excessive cost of living, 
doubt if the excess profits tax for 
war precisely accomplishes the end 
we seek in peace, though we do not 
disagree about the worthy intent. 
Its operations have been disap- 
pointing, its costs multiplied and 
pyramided, and righteous changes 
and modifications ought to be 
sought at an early day. 

“T would gladly recommend a 
change, but I am not yet prepared 
to suggest an equitable substitute. 
though I should have no hesitancy 
in asking congress to seek the ear- 
liest possible solution. The re- 
duced cost of government is already 
pledged, and reduced appropria- 
tions by congress is already re- 
corded. We must not paralyze 
American production by taxation at 
home or destructive competition 
from. abroad, because our mutual 
interest in productivity has made 
us what we are. 

' Sectionalism Condemned. 
“Despite all the depreciation, I 
cannot bring myself to accept the 
notion that the inter-relation 
among our men and women has de- 
parted. We are a democratic peo- 
ple: ° 
“There is a disposition of some 
to inveigh against one section or 
another, as Selfish interest may 
suggest, but “the broad national 
welfare’ contemplates no east and 
no west, no north and no south 
Pride of locality is most commend- 
able, but patriotism is not_ sec- 
tional. Politically we may divide 
as God gives to see the right, but 
mategially, socially and econom- 
ically we must be an entity—united. 
harmonious and interdependent,

paper states. The arms carried by 
the Poles were taken from them 
by the German police. 

The armistice -negotiations be- 
tween the Polish and Soviet Rus- 
sian forces are now actually under 
way, according to advices reaching 
here, but it is said the action thus 
far has been restricted to the rou- 
tine preNminaries. 

Meanwhile, although Moscow 
wireless messages, filed in plain 
language, apparently ordered the 
cessation of fighting by the soviet 
armies to coincide with the begin- 
ning of the armistice meeting last 
night, it is asserted in French’ quar-

Washington, July 31.—With bol- 
shevik armies menacing Warsaw, 
evacuation of warehouses where the 
bulk of the American Red Cross 
supplies are stored, is under way, 
according to cable advices tgday to 
national headquarters of the Red 
Cross. Warehouse agd garage 
space has been obtained at Kra- 
kow, where the supplies are being 
moved. 
All Red Cros¢ workers have been’ 
sent to interior points, according to 
advices, which added that thousands 
of refugeés were fleeing into the 
interior without food or clothing.

The neo- 
ple who regarded Cyprus as a splen- 
did acquisition and the people who 
regarded it as valueless squabbled 
to exasperation till the matter came 
to an end when the Gladstone gov- 
ernment decided to use Cyprus as a 
glace d’armes for Egypt, and Queen 

ictoria annotated the decision with 
a sardonic regret that “our dear 
Lord Beaconsfield” had not lived 


to see this vindication of his policy.

His depar- 
ture was surrounded by features in 
keeping with his recent escape 
in which was followed by a fight 
with raiders near Oola.

“Barry,” a knowing Airedale ter- 


champion, as do two attaches of the 
Riddle stable. Bunkg are construct- 
ed above the head of the horse, and 
in these two guards sleep with well 
loaded firearms at their elbow, 
ready for action. 

Mr. Riddle, a man of great wealth, 
refuses to sell Man O’ War because 
he says he wants all Americans to 
share in the colt’s mighty triumphs. 
He thinks if he sold the horse some 
English breeders would eventually 
buy him and ship him to Engiand, 
while Mr. Riddle plans to keep him 
in this country and later, when his 
racing days are’ over, send him to 
the breeding farm so that his blood 
may strengthen the thoroughbred 
lines of’ American horses.

Now, therefore, as Carpentier in- 
sists on fighting over there and 
Dempsey refuses to cross the pond, 
it looks as though both were “spoof- 
ing” or. in otHer words, as if one 
was afraid and the other “dassent.”’ 

The action of Dempsey and Car- 
pentier in delaying operations and 
stalling around to get the easy 
money is in strange contrast to 
the way the great fighters did in 
the long ago. 

It is over a year now since Demp- 
sey has had an actual encounter

had one bout, that with Joe Becket 
in England, which lasted a round.

The battle lasted 19 
minutes, with Bel¢her having the 
better of it. In the second, and 
fegular battle, Belcher won in four- 
teen rounds. 

When Pearce, the “Game Chick- 
en,”’ came up to London to fight 
for the championship left vacant by 
Belcher, this same Joe Berks again 
pushed himself forward, without 
standing on ceremony. dinne> 
was given for Pearce at e Five 
Courts, and after he had gone home 
Berks began to boast that he could 
whip the “Game Chicken” on a 
minute’s notice.

Lady Cynthia frankly confesses 
to being “dancing mad.”

The husband-to-be of Lady Cyn- 
thia, Oswald oMsley, M. P., is only 
four years her senior and until re- 
cently was the ‘baby” of the house 
of commons. He is the oldest son 
of Sir Oswald Mosley of Rolleston 
hall, Burton-on-Trent, who is re- 
nowned, among other things, for 
his close resemblance, both physi- 
cally and in dress, to the traditiona! 
figure of John Bull. Oswald Mos- 
ley served during the war with his 
regiment, the Sixteenth Lancers, 
and Jater with the Royal Flying 
corps. His fight for a seat in par- 
liament was one of the most pic- 
turesque episodes of the general 
election of December, 1918. His op- 
ponent for the Harrow seat ‘was a 
man of 65, one A. R. Chamberlain.

Chamberlain took the offensive by 
referring to Lieutenant Mosley as 
“that boy” and the young soldier re- 
torted by referfing to his venerable 
rival as “grandfather.” Youth was 
“served,” Mosley being elected by a 
majority of 16,000. Called “the 
member for youth” he has been a 
consistent opponent of the “gray 
hairs and wisdom theory in par- 
liament.

The Business and Professional, Women of the Nation convened 
this week in St. Paul, Minn., for their second annual convention, the 
national organization having been perfected in St. Louis last year. 
Miss Gail Laughlin, a practicing lawyer of New York, presided, and 
there were women delegates from many state federations as well as 
from individual clubs of business and professional women. 

The force and significance of this organization is obvious, and 
the program this year exploited the fact of the large percentage of 
women of the nation who are not only wage earners, but leading 
spirits in the professions and in the innumerable lines of business in 
which women are engaged today.

They reperesent women who area part. of every branch-of busi-| 


ness, every department of civic life, and every element of present-day 
civilization, and their program, therefore, was rich in vital and varied 

features. 

The value of the convention to the woman who attended, is the 
broadening of her viewpoint, the informmation she got about the 
accomplishment of the women of the nation at large, and the pleas- 
ure she derived from mecting women of her particular interest as they 
eome from all sections of the country, while the value of the wdéman 
attending the convention to the business to which she belongs is the 
message she brings back home, the brightening of her vision. and a 
new consciousness of her personal responsibility as an individual 
and her importance as a woman worker. 

Organizations which bring about this influence are timely, es 
pecially as the woman of the nation nears her obligation as a citi- 
zen and a voter.

The 
other day its reserves were down 
to 8% per cent.” As far as the 
| Bank of England reserve is concern- 
ed, the fact that a ratio of only 8% 
Per cent Was recently reported is 
somewhat misleading, for the Bank 
of England’s circulating notes, with 
the exception of a few thousands, 
are secur Pound ,for pound ‘by 
deposit of gold, whereas our Fed- 
eral Reserve notes have less than 

0 per cent gold back of them. 

But the larger objection is still 
to be answered. England and all 
Continental Europe have thrown 
their old ideas about bank reserves 
\into the discard, for the time being 
at least, _ They are doing business 
on a margin which would have spell- 
ed bankruptcy in 1913. Why cannot 
we get along with smaller reserves, 
since eVerybody else is doing it? 

he simple fact is that the Euro- 
pean nations are worrying along on 
a shoestring, not because they want 
to, but because they have to. More- 
over, the wisest of them are making 
every effort to increase their re- 
Serves and all are eagerly discuss- 
ing the day when gold reserves wil] 
bear some fixed and significant re- 
lation to paper money and bank de- 
posits. Just now, nobody in those 
countries can get gold by present- 
ing a banknote and demanding the 
yellow metal. Gold is no longer in 
circulation. With us, however, gold 
can still be had, and w@ are paying 
our debts abroad in gold,, where that 
is necessary. ‘England would give 
a good deal to be in the same posi- 
tion to-day. When American im- 
porters buy goods abroad, they pay 
in their own gold values and not in 
some fluctuating medium which is 
worth one thing to-day and some- 
thing else tomorrow.

Deflation Dangerous. 


But apart from the mere question 
of bank reserves, there is another 
vital reason why deflation is a 
necessary though painful process. 
Every one of these great move- 
ments, which the economists call by 
technical and impersonal names, has 
its basis in human nature. Inflation 
begets extravagance and a taste for 
high living. It encourages the idea 
of “easy come, easy go.” It also 
leads very quickly to a disposition 
among workers, whether with hand 
or brain, to do ag little as possible 
in a day’s work, and to demand con- 
stantly increasing wages. Higher 
wages*mean higher costs-of doing 
business, and hence hi@ger prices to 
the consumer, and | higher 
wages to meet the, ost ol 
living. — 

This is the “vicious circle” whicn 
has played such havoc with business 
enterprise in the years of the war 
and afterward. Those who work 
will never be satisfied as long aa 
they see the cost of living creéping 
up on their incomes, or as long 4s 
they believe that they are not get- 
ting their share of the wealth thatis 
in sight of everybody. Strike fol- 
lows strike in rapid succession, and 
the end of the whole thing no one 
can predict, except that the end will 
be disastrous unless a halt is called. 


Halt Coming. 


The halt is the beginning of defla- 
tion. The levelest heads among busi- 
ness men recognize that it is in- 
evitable and desirable. For one 
thing, the world is probably poorer 
than it was a few years ago, as 
measured by the amount of goods 
available for every-day use. Some 
parts of the world are not poorer, 
but jarge stretches of ‘europe are 
poorer, and it will be impossible to 
esteblish a permanent basis of busi- 
‘ness as long as one country is roll- 
ing in easily won wealth and oth- 
ers are on the verge of starvation.

the silk industry, called off a strike 
they had planned, because of de- 
pressed conditions in the silk trade. 
As long as business is brisk and 
prices rising, strikes are the order 
of the day, but once the possibility 
arises that the manufacturer might 
not object to shutting down his mill 
for a time, any way, the striker is 
apt to think twice. The same thing 
applies at the other end of the 
scale. Manufacturers have for some 
months been confronted with an 
increasing: determination on the 
part of the public*not to pay ex- 
orbitant prices. If this continues, 
everybody may make less money 
tter off.

Trimmings, but America 
Scores Another Point in 


the Dress War by Insisting on Even 
More Gorgeous Beauties for the 
Ornamentation of Her Gown. 


UTTERFLIES will lead in feminine adorn- 
ment in the new styles,” is Dame Fash- 
ion’s latest decree. Paris had specified 

peacocks, including a peacock head-dress. But 
America, which, as we are beginning to realize 
more and more, is at war with the French capi- 
tal over the matter of setting the fashions, has 
replied by selecting the butterfly. 

And the butterfly wins. America has scored 
one more point in the dress war. a 

Butterflies, real butterflies, not the cheap 
gauzy, colorless imitations, are to be used quite 
extensively for the adornment of Miss Amer- 
ica. They will not be living butterflies of 
course, for a butterfly can searcely be treated 
like a pet cat or a dog, or held captive by a 
slender gold chain like a Madagascar chameleon. 

Instead, they will be preserved butterfijes 
of countless varieties and of the most gorgeous 
colorings imaginable. : 

Entomology teaches us, among other things, 
how to develop the butterfly to a very high 
degree and then how to put it to sleep quite 

sly so that it may be preserved as radi- 

ant as in life for the gratification of collectors 
and the decoration of. milady. 

Butterflies are frail and fleeting things at 


‘ best. They cannot stand much handling. ‘Care- 


ful collectors keep them in sealed glass cases 
where they are quite safe. And so the fashion- 
able girl who goes in for the butterfly style of 
dress ornamentation must do the same. Her 
preserved butterflies will be inclosed in gold 
qgnd_ silver medallions like watch cases with a 
eovering’ of giass, mica or maline. And she 
will wear these inher hair, and as pendants, 
ear-rings, dress ornaments, bracelets and even 
shoe buckles. . 

To meet the anticipated demand for bril- 
liantly-hued butterflies, propagating houses are 
to be established in various parts of the coun- 

where the butterfly is known to thrive best. 

of the largest of these is to be opened at 
where, it is promised, three million 
, are to be developed before the 
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butterfly fashion begins to wane. 
Detroit’s butterfly farm is located 

on a 22-acre tract on Seven Mile 

toad, adjoining the Entomologists’ 
Institution. Morris A. Strickler, the man- 
ager, already has contracts for more than 
two millions of butterflies on his hands. 

Some butterflies are worth more than 
others. Some may have to be sold by ten- 
dozen lot to represent the cost of shipping 
and postage. Others may be worth hun- 
dreds of dollars a pair. Manager Strickler 
is particularly interested in a report that 
the British Museum recently paid $30,000 
for one butterfly. 

Thirty thousand dollars for one butter- 
fly! And some styles of dress trimming 
and hair dressing may require the use of 
fifty.or a hundred of them! 

In the matter of luxuriousness the Par- 
isian peacock never could have approached 
the American butterfly. The peacock style 
called for multi-colored jewelry dangling around neck 
and body and a peacock head-dress. Some women 
entertain a superstitious aversion to the wearing of 
peacock feathers and Paris is beginning to realize that. 

But there are no superstitions connected with the 
wearing of butterflies beyond the self-evident fact 
that # ig unlucky for the butterfly. And so the en- 
tomological experts are preparing to raise them by 
hundreds of thousands in anticipation of the enor- 
mous demands which, they feel sure, are bound to 
come their way. It has been found possible to de- 
velop several gorgeous new varieties of butterflies 
by mating those of a particularly brilliant hue with 
others of contrasting and equally vivid colors. The 
results are declared to be striking in the extreme. 
Of course the more richly colored the specimens are 
the higher the price they will command. 

So the decree has gone forth abroad that, instead 
of peacock feathers, a long, uncurled ostrich plume 
may be worn. But it is predicted that even ostrich 
plumes set with diamonds and sapphires will fall fiat 


when compared with the forthcoming gorgeous butter- 
fly decorations of the American girl.

In ‘the sumimeritimie ohne is contirual- 
ly using one’s feet for a great variety 
of outdoor sports. it is not surprising 
that the heavy soles worn for sports 
will cause the soles to burn and the 
heels to blister. At this season of the 
year the reet need an extra amount of 
eqre. 

They should be kept scrupulousis 
clean, but not too much soap should be 
used. The best treatment -is warm 
water, good powder, pleaty of air and 


an occasional good massage with cold 
cream. When you réturn tired from a 
long tramp or from tennis, the shoes 
and stocking should be removed and 
the feet elevated to a comfortable 
position. If the soles burn and your 
feet are swollen or cramped, a cold 
bath will help wonderfully.

A child taught in this manner knows 
that courtesy is @ue to inferiors as 
well as to superiors and equals; that 
old age, no matter how exacting ol 
youth, is to be treated with respect. 
A ready appreciation of the fitness of

-gympathy with all sorts of people, wil! 


be there to help out in al] the unex- 
pected moments social intercourse 
for which no code of manners couid be 
quite sufficient. 

Remember that much depends upon 
the child's home environment. An at- 
tractive home, clean clothes and an 
atmosphere of harmony between the 
older members of the family will be a 

er help in teaching the child to 
courteous than a score of rules. 

Of course, just as a person with an 
idea must know the rules of grammar 
in order to exptape that idea properly. 
«» the child with the spirit of. courtesy 
must be en a few general rules by 
which to express properly that spirit. 

Teach the child not to contradict, 
another; that if there ie a dffference 
of opinion; some phrase such as “I 
beg your pardon, but—’’. should ac- 
company it. No well-bred child will 
attempt to correct an elder even in

this courteous fashion, unless asked 
for his or her opinion on the matter in 
discussion. 

Th) in America we do not be- 
lieve that children should be seen 
only, we do allow them to be heard 
too much. A _ well-trained child for- 
bears to speak until there is an op- 
portunity in a pause or else until 
asked to do so. 

Deference to seniors is ffo more ex- 
pressed by ‘‘yes, ma'am” and “no sir.’ 
Those forms are proper only when 
used by a servant to his or her em- 
plover. ‘Yes, mother,’" or “No, Mrs. 
Jones,’’ take the place of the now obso- 
lete and provincial “‘ma’am” and ‘sir 
forms. 

Try to rid the child of shyness. The 
untrained little unfortunate who hangs 
her head and mumbles sullenly when 
pushed forward by the mother.to greet 
a friend of hers shows vePy plainty the 
trace of poor training. Of course, the 
child should wait for the older person 
to speak first, and then a pleagant lit- 
tle “Good morning, Mrs. Smith’ or 
“How do you do, Miss Pryor’’ are ai! 
that is necessary. ; 

When the mother is entertaining a 
guest, her little girl may enter the room 
and stand behind the mother’s chair 
until introduced. Then, if the child has 
come to ask a permission, she should po- 
litely ask the guest to cxcuse her while 
she speaks to her mother. Upon rettr- 
ing from the room, a polite “‘good day ’ 
should not be forgotten. The same rute 


‘of course, holds true for the small bo. 


A perfect little gentleman of 6 has 
been taught courtesy by tue exaniple o, 
his father and by the thoro lessons 
the spirit of politeness which the mother 
has .nsiilled. When walking wity jis 
parents, he lifts his hat when. they 
answer & bow or meet friends. jie 
stands when ladies enter the room. He 
vpen, tne dour tor ladies and alluws 
therm to enter first. 

Make your children answer their own 
invitations and write their own “thank 
you”’ notes. The spelling and penman- 
ship may he poor, but it is for the 
sake of the principle that it is ever so 
much more commendable for the child 
to express hs or her own thanks to he 
donor of a gift than to have the mot er 


do it.

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CTORY AT SEA. 


Continued From Last Week. 
At first the French, great as was 
their admiration for these guns and 
the astonishingly accurate marksman- 


ship which they displayed, believed 
that their bridge scould not sustain 
such a weight; the French engineers, 
indeed, declined :.t the beginning to 
approve our request for the use of 
their rails. The constant rain of Ger- 
man shelis on Paris, however, modi- 
fied this attitude; the situtaion was 
so urgent that such assistance as 
these American guns proriised was 
welcome. One August morning, 
therefore, the first train started for 
Helles Mouchy, the point from which 


it was expected to silence the “nis 
Bertha.” The progress of this train 
through France was a _ triumphant 
march. Our own confidence in the 


French road bed and bridges was not 
much greater than that of .ne French 


themselves; the train, therefore, went 
along slowly, climbed the hills at a 
snail’s pace, and took the curves with 
the utmost caution. As they crossed 
certain of the bridges, the crews held 
their breath‘ and sat tight, expecting 
almost every moment to. crasb 


through. All along the route. the 
French populace greeted the great 


battery train with one long cheer, and 
at the towns and villages the girls 
decorated the long muzzle of the guns 


with flowers. _But there were other 
spectators than the French. Expertly 
as this unusual train had been camow 


flaged, the German airplane observ- 
ers had detected its approach. As it 


neared the objective the shells that 
had been falling on Paris ceased be- 
fore the Americans could get to work, 
the Germans had removed their 
mighty weapon, leaving nothing but 


an emplacement as a targ-t for our 
shells. Though our men were, there- 


fore, deprived of the privilege of de- 
stroying this famous long-range rifle, 
it is apparent that their arrival saved 
Paris from further bombardment, for 
nothing was heard of the gun for the 
rest of the war. 


The guns proved exceedingly ef- 
fective in attacking German railroad 
centers, bridzes anda other essential 
positions; and if the war had con- 
tinued they would soon uiave been 
thundering all along the western 
front. | 

From the time the naval guns were 
mounted until the armistice Admiral 
Plunkett’s men were busy on severai 
points of the allidd lines. In this 
time the five naval guns fired 782 
Shells at distances ranging from 18 
to 23 miles. They raised great havoc 


in the railroad yards at Laon, de- 
stroying large stretches of track that 


were indispensable to the Germans, 
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and in general making this plece prac- 
tically useless as a railroad center. 
Probably the greatest service which 
they rendered the cause of the allies 
was in the region north of Verdun. 
In late October three naval batteries 
were brought up to Charny and 
Thierville and began bombarding the 
railroad which ran through -Mont- 
medy, Longuyon and Conflans. This 
was the most important line of com- 
munication on the western front; it 
was the road over which the German 
army in the east was supplied and 
there was practically no other line 
by which the great Germans armies 
engaging the Americans could escape. 


From October 23 to the hour when 
the armistice was signed our 14-inch 
guns were raining shells upon this 
road. So successful was this bom- 
bardment that the German traffic was 
stopped, not only hile the firing was 
taking place, but for several hours 
each day after it had-ceased. What 
this meant to the success of the allied 
armies the world now knows. The 
result is perfectly summed up in Gen- 
eral Pershing’s report: 

“Our large caliber guns,” he says, 
“had advanced and were skillfully 
brought Into position to fire upon the 
important lines at Montmedy, Lon- 
guyon and Conflans; the strategical 


goal which was our highest hope was 
gained. We ad cut the enemy's main 
line of communications ard nothing 
but surrender or an armistice could 
save his army from complete disas- 
ter.” 


These guns were, of course, only, 


one of many contributing factors, but 
that the navy had its part in this 
great achievement is but another ex- 
ample of the success with which our 
two services co-operaed with each 
other throughout the war—a co-oper- 
ation which for efficient and harmont 
ous devotion to a common cause has 
seldom, if ever, been equalled.

is by the condition of its roads and 
the condition of its women. With the 
former we are not concerned at the 
present time, but we certainly agree 
that the higher the state of civiliga- 
tion we see the more “pronounced is 
the part played by woman. What wom- 
an may have been in remote ages, 
we hardly know, for the histories 
were all written by men, but it seems 
that with few exceptions sinee the 
dawn of human intellect down almost 
to the present generation, women have 
been held in subjection physieally, po- 
litically and socially. The higher 
echools of learning were almost ali 
closed to them up to &bout 106 years 
ago and they were only opened to them 
one by one and with great reluctance 
for the next seventy-five years. Now 
almost all of our great colleces an 
universities admit women, but there 
4re still a few that have not seen the 
folly of th®ir ways. 

. Women’s Pregress. 

Within the last twenty-five years 
women have rapidly come to the 
front in this country until today they 
Stand on an equality with men in al- 
most walk of life. While there 
are things that women cannot do 
as Well as the stronger sex, there are 
many things that she can do much 
better, so that on the whole she is his 
equal. The thing that puzzles us now 
is that woman's ability was not dis- 
covered before. What causes lead to 
her emancipation? I confess I am un- 
able to answer, but I can speculate a 
little. 1 am inelined to think that 
the Wis the same as that which 
emancipated man himself from a very 
depressed and down-trodden condition 
not very long ago; nam®ily, the inven- 
tion of machinery. The machine works 
the farm that used to be worked 
larsely by woman's labor, grinds the 
grain that was ground by power of 
human muscle. weaves the cloth, knits 
the garments and does domesgic s¢W- 
ing that always fell to the lot of 
woman, and to a large degree builds 
the house that protecta us from the 
tlements. 

The necessity for food, clothes and 
shelter made life one coatinual drudge 
for untold ages. Machinery has in- 
creased our capacity to produce the 
material things of life by a hundrea 
fold and so, for the first time since 
tie dawn of history men and women 
have had a chance to lift their heads 
and look around. Looking the field 
am bound to say that while 
Was the lord of creation for sey- 
eral thousand years, he had not on the 
whole much to be proud of. tHTere and 
there We see one with his head above 
the level, but the great mass of men, 
like the great mass of women. were 
-the slaves of circumstantes or of kings 
or both, and the uplift of the average 
man has been almost as recent as that 
of the average woman. The reason 
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Of W hat Use Is the Woman’s Club? s ar CHAIRMAN |

The function of the Woman's club 
seems to me ve clear. It creates in 
a group of trained 
and ofganized women who can be de- 
pended upon to back up every move- 
inent that makes for the betterment 
of that community's life. The purely 
eultural club is obsolete. But the club 
that is studying questions of the day 
—bpecause it believes that “nothing is 
more dangerous than ignorance at 
work”—studying in order that it may 
follow up its knowledge by active 
work, this exists in every town and 
hamiet in the United States. Groups 
of such a character are a tremendous 
asset to the country in a time like 
this when half-fledged thought, hasty 
conclusions and hazy thinking are 
oniy too frequent. .- 

Beyond the individual club ig the 
Federation of Women's clubs. its great 
problem is to get co-ordinated know!- 
sedge and activity through the thirty 
thousand clubs that form its units. 
and so endeavor to concentrate the 
energies of a million and a half women 
e thin that will count most in 
the well-being of America. The or- 
wanigation into state federations and 
the coming together of representatives 
of those states in a biennial conven- 
tion where they may th*far experts in 
all lines and where they may consuit 
with each other is a long step; but the 
federation has still much to to con- 
solidate its organization and get uni- 
fied efficiency. This is the fask that 
awaits the new administration. It 
must harvest the eelf-sacrifiee, the 


wider patriotism and the deeper inter- 
ert which women learned in war ‘time 


organizations into peace patriotism, 
directed in wise channels and backed 
by women’s new political power. 

The federation has peculiar facili- 
ties for doing this work. First, it is 
not a one-purpose organization. It 
has its departments touching not only 
cultural subjects, but all phases of 
public interest—health, education, con- 
servation, economics, Americanization. 
é¢tc. So it sees life whole and discour- 
ages the one-idea crank. Second, the 
federation has in its midst all types 
of women. It isn’t a “class” affair. 
Rich and poor, city and country, edn- 
cated and untrained, broad and nar- 
row, conservative and radical meet 
and realize that the things that bind 
them together are far deeper than the 
things that separate them. “The sis- 
terhood of women” and the “fellow- 
ship of ideals” are behind the federa- 
tion. 

There are bi tasks tying before 
women—tasks that need such wisdom 
as we get from combined study, tasks 
that need the altruism we get from 
working together, tasks that need the 
energy we get from combination of ef- 
fort. We want homes whtre the bic 
things are made big and the little 
things are made unimportant. where 
children can be well-born and joyous 
and grow up to noble citizenship. 
where the family income is made to 
serve the highest family interests. 
where there are vigorous American 
bodies and minds. We want commu- 
nities that are extensions of the home, 
where we shall be friends with fh 
other. we people of all races a 
creeds, wheresrood schools, high stand- 
ards of public health. recreation. 
beauty, shall tempt the finest type of 
eople to come and live with us and 
ring up their children. 

We can not get these things unless 
we all work together. We must put 
them into daily intercourss and into

man did not discover woman's ability 
sooner was because he didn't know 
enough. 

Opportunity. 

But woman as she is is the result of 
opportunity. Had Edison been placed 
on a South Sea island, he probably 
would never have been heard of even 
by wireless. Education has been the 
door to opportunity that has enabicd 
woman to make,.good in almost every 
vocation of life. The fact that she nat- 
Urally and normally had the brains 
capable of receiving an education is 
the strong point in her favor and the 
one that mere man was gery slow to 
discover. 

Dr. Elizabeth Blackwell was thé 
first proman to receive a diploma from 
a medical school in-the United States, 
and that took place In 1859. Now we 
have womén doctors everywhere, and 
they seem to be doing quite as well 
as men. There is a certain amount of 
prejudice still to be overcome before 
the lady doctor will be able to get as 
muth practite as @ man, but that has 
nothing to do with her ability. We 
now find many women successfully 
practicing law, but they seem to have 
been entirely excluded in this country 
up to about 1870. Belva_ Lockwood, 
one time candidate for president of 
the United Staies,, rraduated from the 
National university at Washington in 
1873. and could only be admitted to 
the supreme court of the United States 
by special act of congress. 

In manufacture Whtre work is done 
by machinery women seem to be about 
as efficient as men. To be sure, there 


are many women in subordinate posi- 
tions in offices, but when men were 
used in offices to do the same work 
there were just as many subordinate 
men and they were just as subor.li- 
nate. It is the exc®ption who is fit 
for a manager in either sex, and there 
are many womon making rood as of- 
fice managers and in private business. 
Equality. 

While of late’ it has been g°nerally 
concede ! that women are equal to men 
Physichlly, morally and mentally, it 
Ras been denied that she has the -abil- 
ity to grasp the subject of politics the 
same as a man. True, she has recent- 
ly been given the ballot and her abil- 
ity to use it intelligently remains to 
be seen. But she ‘fhas this much in 
her favor—she may use it foolishly 
and yet do as well as the average 
man. Some men vote and some are 
voted, and nothing Worse than that 
could happen in the case of women. 
In fact, I am told, that whereas the 
husbands expected to cast two votes 
instead of one by giving his wife the 
ballot, he finds that he can only ‘count 
pn one at best, while his neighbor 
Jones votes the way his wife telis him. 

The time was when a woman was 
practically compelled to marry as a 
means of support; now she is inde- 
pendent, making her own way and 
often supporting others. Still the home 
is the natural sphere for woman and 
She is no less proud of her housekeep- 
ing or less capable of doing it because 
she takes a few hours off in the course 
of a year to cast her ballot on the

a balanced ration, keeps her premises 
clean, her garbage can covered, and so 
on to the sidewalk in the front of her 
house. And then she further, 
she belongs to church leties that 
have for their object the care of those 
less forfunate to know how and care 
for themselves. She belo to the 
Smmunity club where child welfare, 
sanitation on a bigger scale are dis- 
cussed, where the subject of women in 
industry is brought to her attention, 
where she votes to endorse a move- 
ment for better schools, parka, li- 
braries, prisons, detention home for 
children, probation court, home for the 
feeble-minded, hospitals and count- 
less other things which are tie bur- 
dens and benefits of the community 
life we all live. She belongs to the Red 
Cross, whose work reaches from the 
home aljeys to the far away unknown 
lands across the mountains and 
oceans. She, herself, innumerable times 
goes to the home of stricken relatives 
and friends or even unknown people 
in time of stress and renders neces- 
sary aid. And yet, do you know many 
times will she disclaim all knowledge 
of citizenship, she who is a citizen in 
the highest form.

And now, since she is daily playing 
her part in the citizenship of our Couns 
try. does it not seem fitting that «he 
chould be’ better informed about the 
workings of the system to which she 
contributes so much? Ought she not to 
know her function In her particular 
ward and who representa her there? 
The function of the city, the county, 
the state, the nation? It isn’t so very 
lonz since our government began. 
sinee the colonists rebelled against 
the enforced laws of the misgnided 
Goorge II. Even before that, though, 
the colony of Virginia had asked for 
and been granted the privilege of 


making her own laws. So there are 
maay ways in which we may study 
citizenship and co-ordinate it witg our 
daily life, using it to serve both as a 
help and stimulation.

books on Georgia laws which will help 
in this course, but she says she’ knows 
of nothing at present to fill the need 
but that the Red Cross has such a 
book in contemplation and I am writ- 
ing them. I| will follow, in a large 
measure, the plan of the North Caro- 
lina bulletin, but will make changes 
to suit our needs. We will take the 
governments from the national on 
through the state and county to the 
town. We will go into the history of 
the town and county, and I have se- 
eured a large map of the county to 
use for this. We will have a study on 
the county government, which 1 can 
easily g°t up and will study the town 
charter, when we reach this point. We 
will take all the laws passed and 
pending, which are of interest or which 
affect the Welfare of ourselves, our 
children and our community, and 
study them. Other matters will nat- 
urally come up as we get into our 
work, but you will see from the above 
we have planned an exhaustive study 
of and preparation for citizenship. We 
will begin this course just as soon as 
we can get the material in hand and 
expect to keep up the clastes all sum- 
mer, and for a year or longer if neces- 
sary. But, at the beginning, because 
the year is so far advanced, we will 
have a shorter course, more of a sum- 
mary, which will probably be only in 
the form of ftectures, to give us a 
working knowledge at least of what 
we need to Know. 
Fitted for Citizensh 

Of women and citizenship Miss 
Laura Smith, a leader in the federated 
work of women, writes: * 

“i. oman is already fitted for 
citizenship, so far as her point of 
view is concerned, for her daily ex- 
periences in the home, in the church 
or the business world have given her 
the altrustic viewpoint of the good 
citizen and better schools, clean 
streets, good markets, health protec- 
tion, etc. are already questions of 
vital importance to her as a mother 
or a home-maker. 

“What she needs, therefore, is the 
sort of training which will enable her 
to use the vote iintelligentiy; she 
should know the needs of her par- 
ticular community, the duties of aech 
office to be filled at the next election; 
the difference between effiicent and 
inefficient administration of city af- 
fairs, etc. She should have the same 
grasp of the larger questions of state 
and nation—and this calls for definite 
training tn citizenship. 

“2. Some progress has been made 
along the line of definite training ‘of 
women for citizenship, e. g: (a) There 
is a growing tendency to incorporate 
a study of citizenshrp in the curricu- 
lum of the publie schools and for the 
past few years boys and girls have 
studied such questions side by side in 
the schoolrooem. 

“(b) Business women’s clubs all 
over the country are providing lec- 
tures on the subject of citizenship.

young New Yorker, Jacob Sloat Fas- 
sett, Jr. whose work has been favor- 
ably commented upon. 

These are considered the most fa- 
mous and characteristic of the Argen- 
tine “Gaucho” dramas—which are the 
most interesting, original dramatic 
product of either North or South Amer- 
ica. 

The introduction entitied “The Drama 
of the Argentine,” the reader will find 
a most interesting and attractive gate- 
way to the beauty and artistic life of 
a country which many tourists are 
now exploring. Among the important 
features of this heretofore far away 
country of South America are the so- 
cial, artiatic, and most of all, the com- 
merctial, which the American people 
are just beginning to appreciate. 

For this reason Edward Hale Bier- 
stadt has deyoted about forty pages in 
lifting the veil and showing something 
of the beauty and culture of the south-

ern continent by outlining the develop- - 


ment of the drama in the Argentine 
republic. 

Podesta, a Spanish dramatist, made 
his first great asauccess with Juan 
Moreira in 1886. It is a national drama 
of life on the Pampas in two acts and 
six scenes. The version, however, of 
Juan Moreira, which is used in this 
volume is by Silverio Manco, and is 
perhaps a rewrite of the old material 
or a transcription of the old play, for 
the original play was never printed. 
The reader will find an interesting sub- 
ject for argument here, but there is no 
doubt but what the original play was 
an unfinished piece of work, and it 
was left to Manco to do the polishing 
to the best of his ability.
